The arguments regarding the rejection of claims 9-12 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, are moot 
in view of applicant's amendment of claim 9. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in 
a prior Office action. 

Claims 6,7,13,14,15 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maruo 
'090 in combination with Mizutani 128. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 5.21 .03. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The teachings of Mizutani are combined with those of Maruo 
regarding placement of the field oxide regions. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon 
improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only 
knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and 
does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. 
See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). One of ordinary skill in the art would 
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have been motivated to look to secondary teachings regarding suitable methods of performing the field 
oxide formation step of Maruo. MPEP 2144.07. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maruo '090 in combination 
with Mizutani '128 as applied to claims 6,7,13,14,15 and 27 above and as follows. 
The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 5.21 .03. 

Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Maruo '090 in 
combination with Mizutani '128 as applied to claims 6,7,13,14,15 and 27 above, and further in view of Iyer 
et al. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 5.21 .03. 
Claims 16,21-26 and 30 are allowed.
